2. The mumerous reports of concealment of missiies, nuclear 
weapons and/or related military equipment in caves, tunnels 


and have not been substantiated by fim evidence. Some such 
reports may have been fabricated for refugee propaganda purposes. 
There are many Other reports, however, which cannot be confirmed 
or denied at this time. 


3. With the information now availahle, therefore, we cannot be 
certain that there are no miclear wearons and related delivery 
systems in Cuba. It is also felt that until on-site inspection 
4s attained such weapons could be introduced without our knowledge. 


& DIA shares your concern in this matter and in order that 

the full intelligence effort may be brought to bear on this 
metter, DIA wili insure that the matter ie covered in the forth- 
coming NIE 85-63, Possible Developments with Respect to Cuba. -
